}paper making. ‘Out of -his first erop 


s0me sample rolls of paper have recent- 
ly been made, and, the paper proves to 
be of the very finpdt quality. 

It is claimed for this spinach that it 
will give a gteutef Weight per aere 
than any other anntial crop grown for 
this purpose, ,and that the consistency. 
of the stems is more favorable for paper 
making than any of the straws that 
some of the manufaeturers have experi- 
mented with. . This giant spinach is 
growing very luxuriantly in the Norfolk 
experimental plot; and it seems likely 
that it will duly ripen seed. 

The French pfofessor is the same who 
introduced ‘‘Weljanti,’’ that half-sun- 
flower, half-arti¢hoke, which is having, 
some ‘vogue as a fodder plant sinee it 
was introduced ta England by Mr. Mar- 
sters, of King’® Lynn. The French pro- 
fessor first turned his attention to these 
American plant® in the course of @ eam- 
paign in favor of vegetarianism, of 
which ‘he is an ardent votary. But 
helianti, or ‘*the sun plant,’’ is turn- 
ing out to be more useful for its mass 
of green fodder than for its tubers, and 
ri ag spinach is now being grown 
chiefly in hopes-that it may prove use- 
ful for paper making. 


Tt will be some time before it can be 
known what weight per acre the plant 
yields in England, but it will be con- 
In any event, the experi- 
ment is of interest botanically, if not 
commercially.

WIVES 


HEN the deposed Sultan Abdul 
Hamid went into foreed retire- 
ment at Salonica with twelve 

wives anda retinue of servants only

This demand has aroused the legisla- 
tors: to the necessity for action. No 
partiewur inquiry had ever been made 
as to the extent of the ex Bultan’s en- 
tourage. There had been an exodus of 
women, supposedly breaki up the 
harem, and the household left was. as- 
sumed to comprise about 200 .persons, 
none of them expensive. The sumber 
who have come forward for pay is as 
astonishing us the amount of money 
they call for. It appears that these 746 
comprise some 400 young women, the 
rest being men slaves und servants. The 
list seems to be authentic. 

Confronted with the necessity of do 
ing something, parliament hus taken 
the mutter up. It hus decided to separ 
ate the women fromthe others and pen 
wion them at from $40 to $250 uw year, 
according to « seneme precedence to 
be worked out.
